No doom 
and gloom 

Lukasz Fabianski insists 


the Swansea dressing room 
has paid no attention to the 
doom-mongers at the start 
of the Premier League 
season. 

Successive league defeats 
to Hull and Leicester 
and an underwhelming 
transfer window in which 
they lost key players 
fostered a feeling among 
some supporters that 
Francesco Guidolin’s side 
face a season of struggle. 

But Swansea fought 
back to draw 2-2 with 
title hopefuls Chelsea 
last weekend, and Poland 
goalkeeper Fabianski 
believes that shows the 
spirit and character in the 
camp. 

“I wasn’t really paying 
attention to all the doom

and gloom,” Fabianski said 
ahead of Sunday’s trip to 
Saints. 

“As a professional you 
just have to get on with 
your job. 

“Every day you come in 
and just do the best you 
can. Other things are not 
in our power. 

“We just control what we 
can control and with this 
group there is quality. 

“In the second half 
against Chelsea you could 
see the character. 

“Fans obviously have a 
right to share their opinion 
and we respect that, but 
we need belief from them 
as well. 

“You see the (transfer) 
market and everyone has 
gone crazy, but you’ve just 
got to keep your head cool 
and just focus on the work. 


DUSAN Tadic admits that only 
time will tell over whether or not 
Saints have enough strength in 
depth to cope with their hectic 
fixture list. 

The Serbian has also accepted 
that it will be difficult to replicate 
the success of the past few sea¬ 
sons due to rivals’ investment. 

Manager Claude Puel has main¬ 
tained that he believes he has suf¬ 
ficient options and quality to deal 
with a fixture list fit to bursting 
point with Europa League, Pre¬ 
mier League and domestic cup 
matches in the coming months. 

Although Tadic believes at this 
stage the Saints team has the 
numbers to get by, the playmaker 
knows the true reality of the situ¬ 
ation may only reveal itself when 
the games are coming thick and 
fast. 

“The squad is large enough, but 
will see,” he said ahead of Sun¬ 
day’s league visit of Swansea. 
“Time will tell, but I think it is 
large enough.” 

The 27-year-old, who is a ma¬ 
jor part of Puel’s new system as 
a number 10 behind the strikers, 
knows that the squad will have 
to be dealt with carefully to en¬ 
sure that they are fresh for every 
game. 

“You need to take good recov¬ 
ery,” he said. “You need to eat 
good, you need to take good rest 
and sleep well. 

“Normally when you have a lot 
of games you don’t train so much. 
These are all important things 
and when the game comes you 
feel much better.” 

Saints have achieved record- 
breaking finishes and Europa 
League qualification in back- 
to-back campaigns, but Tadic 
has recognised that the Premier 
League is far tougher after con¬ 
siderable investment from rivals

during the transfer window. 

“Every time it (the Premier 
League) gets better and now a lot 
of coaches come to the Premier 
League and always it is always 
improving.” He added: “It’s much 
more difficult, all strong teams 
invest lots of money and then it’s 
hard to be at the top of the table.” 


Tadic wants Saints to now get 
some much-needed points on the 
board in the top-flight, with their 
first chance to get a first win in 
the league at home to Swansea. 

“It’s always a worry when you 
don’t get points, but it’s impor¬ 
tant that you give your best, when 
you go on the pitch that you do the 


right things,” he said. 

“We will try to take to points and 
put the pressure on us because we 
need to take points against every¬ 
one.” He added: “Other teams also 
have a lot of qualities and that 
doesn’t make it easy because of 
that it is important we take points 
as quick as possible.”

PEP Guardiola’s stunning start at 
Manchester City continued as the 
Premier League leaders crushed 
Bournemouth 4-0 at the Etihad 
Stadium. 

Goals from Kevin De Bruyne, 
Kelechi Iheanacho, Raheem Ster¬ 
ling and Ilkay Gundogan secured 
City’s eighth successive win - an 
unprecedented feat for the club at 
the start of a season - since Guar- 
diola took charge. 

The only downside for City was 
the sending-off of Nolito for aim¬ 
ing a headbutt at Adam Smith in 
the 86th minute, but the perfor¬ 
mance as a whole was highly im¬ 
pressive. 

Guardiola’s men were com¬ 
manding in possession and scin¬ 
tillating on the counter-attack. 
The Spaniard is threatening to 
mould a highly talented squad 
into something even greater than 
the sum of their parts. 

From the back, where Alek- 
sandar Kolarov again looked com¬ 
posed at centre-half, to a forward 
line formidable even without the 
suspended Sergio Aguero, City 
were magnificent and too strong 
for Bournemouth. 

The hosts, and De Bruyne in 
particular, were in the mood from 
kick-off with the Belgian needing 
just eight seconds to register the 
first shot. Artur Boruc saved com¬ 
fortably but the tone was set. 

City spent most of the first 15 
minutes encamped in the Bourne¬ 
mouth half and the seemingly 
inevitable breakthrough came 
after Jack Wilshere, making an 
ignominious first Cherries start, 
tripped Nolito. De Bruyne looked 
to be eyeing up the top corner at 
the resulting free-kick but instead 
cleverly rolled the ball under the 
wall to wrong-foot Boruc. 

Bournemouth could not stem 
the flow, however, and after De 
Bruyne led another raid and re¬ 
leased Sterling, the England for¬ 
ward unselfishly teed up a second 
goal for Iheanacho. 

Only rarely did Bournemouth 
break into the opposing half, let 
alone reach the final third. When 
Joshua King did get behind the 
defence and squeeze the ball past 
Claudio Bravo, Nicolas Otamendi

tidied up with little alarm. 

Were it not for Boruc, City could 
have won even more convincingly. 
The Pole saved a long-range effort 
from Kolarov and denied Sterling 
at close quarters following anoth¬ 
er slick move. 

He was hurt as City scored their 
third goal, another superb coun¬ 
ter-attacking effort. De Bruyne 


was again the instigator, sending 
Iheanacho free, and the Nigerian 
collided with the keeper in the 
process of setting up Sterling’s 
simple finish. 

Boruc required some treatment 
but opted to play on as Bourne¬ 
mouth tried to limit further dam¬ 
age. He stood up well to block Ster¬ 
ling at point-blank range after the 


winger had beaten most of the 
defence on a mazy run through 
the area. Sterling also lashed an¬ 
other effort over and Gundogan 
shot wide. 

Yet Gundogan was not to be 
denied on his Premier League 
debut. De Bruyne slipped the 
German in on goal with another 
sublime ball and he finished well 


with a deft clip over Boruc just 
after the hour. 

The only blotch for City 
came in the closing moments 
as Smith caught Nolito and the 
Spaniard angrily pushed his 
head towards him. He did not 
seem to make firm contact but 
referee Jon Moss brandished a 
red card.

The pair have been tasked with 
turning around Town’s poor start 
to the new league season, with the 
club labouring third-to-bottom 
ahead of today’s trip to Portland. 

It’s all a far cry from last term 
when, under Benson’s charge, An¬ 
dover had high hopes of promo¬ 
tion and finished fourth. 

Chairman Barlow said: “We’ve 
had a difficult start. 

“Four points from seven games 
is not where we wanted to be. 

“But John Robson had a difficult 
time with injuries, so struggled to 
get a regular side together” 

Discussing the managerial 
changes, Barlow added: “John 
will be staying with us and will 
be working closely with Neil Ben¬ 
son in driving talent through the 
academy. 

“Glenn Burnett has been away

“He was with Ashley Vick¬ 
ers when they won the Wessex 
League at Blackfield and with 
Paul Masters at Winchester.

“He has achieved a lot at this 
level. 

“It is a move forward for the 
club. 

“With the way the league is 
this season I still think we can be 
there or thereabouts.” 

New manager Burnett got his 
reign off to a winning start with

Spitfires great set 
for fresh chapter

IT WAS the end of an era at East¬ 
leigh this week as Ben Strevens 
left the Silverlake Stadium to 
open a new chapter of his career 
at Whitehawk. 

And the midfielder - one of the 
most accomplished players ever 
to don a Spitfires shirt - says he 
will take some cherished memo¬ 
ries with him along the south 
coast, writes Wendy Gee. 

It was no surprise to see Stre¬ 
vens teaming up again with 
Whitehawk’s new boss Richard 
Hill, the man who brought him 
to Stoneham Lane in the summer 
of 2013 following his release from 
Dagenham & Redbridge. 

On more than one occasion 
during Hill’s Eastleigh reign, 
Strevens would emerge from the 
Silverlake dressing room and the 
boss would break away from his 
post-match interview to observe: 
“Best player this club has ever 
had.” 

Eastleigh’s progress with ex- 
Barnet and Wycombe man Stre¬ 
vens manning the engine room 
was undeniable. 

In his first season as a Spitfire, 
Eastleigh delivered the Confer¬ 
ence South (now National League 
South) title to Stoneham Lane. 

The second year, the club’s 
maiden voyage at National 
League level, took them all the 
way to the play-off semi-finals at 
the first attempt. 

And last term, following Hill’s 
departure, Strevens was the man 
on the spot as his coolly-taken 
penalty sealed an historic 1-0 FA 
Cup victory at Crewe Alexandra - 


Eastleigh’s first ever competitive 
game against Football League op¬ 
position. 

Even Strevens wasn’t perfect 
though, and occasionally his ul¬ 
tra-competitive nature would let 
him down. 

He blotted his copybook in Feb¬ 
ruary this year, getting a straight 
red card for spitting in the direc¬ 
tion of Forest Green striker Jon 
Parkin at the New Lawn and miss¬ 


ing out on some key games in the 
run-in. 

The offence carried an automat¬ 
ic six-match ban which was upped 
to seven because it was his second 
dismissal of the campaign. 

Following Hill’s departure in 
September last year, Strevens 
helped out new boss Chris Todd 
on the coaching side and then 
went on to become his official 
right-hand man. 


Now aged 36, he had not fea¬ 
tured as a player this season. 

His last significant contribution 
was to take caretaker charge of 
Eastleigh’s 0-0 draw at Wrexham 
on August 20 after Todd had been 
sacked and Ronnie Moore named 
as his replacement. 

But, with Moore bringing in 
Kevin Watson as his assistant, it 
was only a matter of time before 
‘Strevs’ moved on.

BOSS Matty Holmes says his 
Wimborne Town players are 
“buzzing” to have started the 
Southern One South & West 
season so well.

1. Professionalism 

Expertise is shared with 
Olympic counterparts. 
Planning is meticulous. 
Funding is available. Nearly 
every medallist has thanked 
the Lottery players which 
fund UK Sport, the umbrella 
body which distributes 
money. ParalympicsGB chef 
de mission Penny Briscoe 
has led numerous trips to 
Rio since London 2012 to 
ensure her team was the 
best prepared. It has paid 
dividends. Knowledge and 
equipment is shared with 
Olympic counterparts. For 
example, wheelchair racer 
David Weir wears the same 
style of helmet as Jason 
Kenny did in winning three 
Olympic cycling gold medals. 

2. Russian absence

Everyone at 
ParalympicsGB 
acknowledged that the 
absence of Russia would 
boost the medal haul. The 
International Paralympic 
Committee banned Russia 

- second in the London 2012 
medal table, ahead of Britain 

- in the wake of the McLaren 
Report which exposed state- 
sponsored doping. Unlike 
the International Olympic 
Committee, the IPC and its 
president, Sir Philip Craven, 
favoured principle and 
morals over pandering to a 
global superpower. Russia 
has work to do to meet 
compliance requirements 
on anti-doping to be eligible 
to return for the 2018 
Winter Paralympics in 
Pyeongchang. 

3. Generation game 

Dame Sarah Storey is 
38. Sascha Kindred is 38. 
Richard Whitehead is 
40. Jody Cundy is 37. The 
veterans are performing.

Life and times

RONNIE Moore took over as East¬ 
leigh boss last month with one 
fact very much in his favour. 

During all his time as a man¬ 
ager, starting with Southport in 
the mid 1990s, he has never been 
relegated. 

That is not why Eastleigh owner 
Stewart Donald appointed him to 
replace the sacked Chris Todd, 
though. 

The Spitfires’ ambitions reach 
far beyond avoiding relegation to 
the National League South at the 
end of the current season. 

No, Moore has been hired to 
mastermind promotion. 

In the respect, he has a good CV 
too. 

And if he can repeat what 
he managed in his first Foot¬ 
ball League managerial stint 
at Rotherham United, Donald’s 
dream of seeing Eastleigh in 
League 2 - and no doubt beyond 
- will have been gloriously real¬ 
ised. 

Back in May 1997, Rotherham 
had just been relegated to the 
fourth tier of English football. 

They needed a new manager - 
after ending the season with just 
three wins in 20 games - and Ron¬ 
nie Moore was loved by the Mill- 
moor faithful. 

His goals had helped the Mill¬ 
ers to the Third Division title in 
1980/81 and, improbably, into the 
second tier’s top seven the follow¬ 
ing season. 

Those performances helped 
him come third when Rotherham 
fans were asked to select their 
club’s greatest ever player by the 
Football League to help them cel¬ 
ebrate their 125th anniversary. 

Moore, then, had magic dust in 
his boots during his playing time 
at Rotherham - but could he re¬ 
peat that success as a manager? 

After all, his only previous 
managerial experience - apart 
from many years as John King’s 
number two at Tranmere - was 
a short stint with non leaguers 
Southport. 

The answer was a positive one, 
though. 

Indeed he could. 

In his first season in charge, 
1997/98, Rotherham finished fifth. 

Qualifying for the play-offs, 
they had to face a Leyton Orient 
side who they had already beaten 
4-1 and 3-1 in the regular season. 

When the pressure was on, 
though, the clubs played out two 
goalless draws before the London¬ 
ers won a penalty shoot out to 
reach Wembley. 

A bitterly disappointing ending 
to Moore’s debut season as a pro¬ 
fessional manager, therefore. 

It was one soon forgotten, how¬ 




■ 




ever, as he oversaw stunning 
back-to-back promotions. 

Rotherham finished the 
1999/2000 fourth tier season in 
second place. 

Giant striker Leo Fortune-West 
was top scorer with 17 goals, with 
ex-Nottingham Forest striker Lee 
Glover next with ten. 

Moore’s men actually led the 
table from January 15 to April 15, 
before a last-day title showdown 
at home to Swansea. 


If Rotherham won, they would 
be crowned champions. 

If Swansea avoided defeat, they 
would collect the title. And avoid 
defeat they did, with a 1-1 draw. 

Within a month of the 2000/01 
season starting, Fortune-West 
had moved to Cardiff for £300,000. 

Moore had already signed two 
new strikers, though, and both 
were inspired signings as Rother¬ 
ham again finished second. 

Mark Robins has gone down 


in football folklore as the young 
striker whose FA Cup winner at 
Nottingham Forest in early 1990 
saved Alex Ferguson from the 
sack at Manchester United. 

Ten years on, Moore signed 
Robins after the player had netted 
just six times in 40 league games 
for Walsall in 1999/2000. 

Robins struck twice on his 
league debut for Rotherham - 
ironically in a 3-2 loss to former 
club Walsall - and hardly stopped

scoring after that. 

He ended his debut season in 
south Yorkshire with 24 league 
goals as Rotherham reclaimed 
their second tier status they had 
lost in 1983 when Moore was a 
player at the club. 

Second top scorer in 2000/01 
was youngster Alan Lee. 

Signed by Moore from Aston 
Villa, Lee - another imposing 
striker at 6 ft 2 in - netted 13 goals 
and would go on to play for Ip¬ 


swich and Crystal Palace. 

For his achievement in master¬ 
minded a second successive eleva¬ 
tion, Moore was named the third 
tier’s Manager of the Season for 
2000/01 - an honour which usu¬ 
ally goes to the manager of the 
champion club. 

Rotherham survived in the sec¬ 
ond tier in 2001/02 - just. 

They finished the term one 
place above the three-club drop 
zone, level on points with relegat¬ 


ed Crewe. 

Crewe actually beat Rotherham 
2-0 on the final day, but needed a 
much larger win - Moore’s men 
stayed up by virtue of a plus 15 
better goal difference than the 
Alex. 

The Millers subsequently fin¬ 
ished 15th in 2002/03 - six places 
ahead of fourth from bottom 
Stoke City - and 17th in 2003/04. 

Moore would probably have 
a relegation on his CV had he 


stayed at Rotherham for the en¬ 
tire 2004/05 season. 

Failing to win in their first 20 
games, the Millers were rock 
bottom when Moore resigned at 
the end of January 2005 - saying 
he had taken the club as far as 
was possible on crowds of under 
10 , 000 . 

In early March, he was back in 
management at Oldham Athletic.

The likes of two-time 
gold medallist Georgina 
Hermitage and 15-year-old 
swimmer Ellie Robinson, 
who also has a gold, were 
inspired by London. The 
British nation as a whole 
was. It changed perceptions 
of (dis)ability. 

It was about what athletes 
can do; not what they cannot. 
ParalympicsGB is ahead 
of the curve, ahead of rival 
nations belatedly treating 
Paralympic sport seriously. 

When the United States 
starts investing in the 
Paralympics - in time, 
emotion and finance - the 
rest of the world must watch 
out. 

China, with its vast 
83million disabled 
population, may be too 
difficult to catch, though. 
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Some Storey! 

DAME Sarah Storey won 
gold in the C5 road time-trial 
at the Rio Paralympics this 
week - her 13th Paralympic 
title. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at four things about the 
British female with the most 
Paralympic gold medals. 

1 BREAKTHROUGH 

Aged 14 and then 
competing as Bailey, her 
maiden name, she won her 
first two gold medals as a 
Paralympic swimmer before 
returning home to start her 
GCSEs. She won six medals 
in all in 1992 - also claiming 
three silvers and a bronze 
- and collected five golds, 
eight silver and three bronze 
medals in the pool across 
four Games. 

2 EARACHE 

A series of chronic ear 
infections kept Storey out of 
the water in the aftermath 
of the 2004 Paralympics in 
Athens, where she won three 
medals, but no gold. Storey, 
born with a deformed left 
hand, began cross-training

on the bike before switching 
sports in 2005. 

3 BEIJING BOUNTY 

Within three years of her 
first velodrome revolutions, 
two gold medals followed in 
Beijing - one on the same day 
as husband Barney. Along 
with archer Danielle Brown 
she became the first disabled 
athlete to represent England 
at a Commonwealth Games. 
Then, when the three-rider, 
3km team pursuit was 
introduced to the London 
2012 Olympics, Storey was in 
the squad, but was dropped 
in December 2011. 

4 OUEEN OF THE 
ROAD 

Storey won four titles at 
the London 2012 Paralympics 
to take her overall tally to 11 
alongside former wheelchair 
racer Baroness Tanni Grey- 
Thompson. She won two 
in the velodrome - again 
one on the same day as her

At the time of his arrival, the 
Latics were 19th in League 1 - just 
a point ahead of the drop zone. 

Though he won only four of his 
12 games that season, Oldham 
ended the season where he had 
joined them - in 19th place and a 
point ahead of relegated Torquay. 

The following season, 2005/06, 
Oldham improved to tenth place 
- Moore winning the division’s 
Manager of the Month award for 
December en route. 

That was enough for the club 
where Moore had started his pro¬ 
fessional career, Tranmere, to 
come calling. 

After finishing ninth and 11th 
in his first two seasons at Rovers, 
Moore suffered last-day agony in 
2008/09. 

They travelled to Nigel Ad¬ 
kins’ Scunthorpe on the final day 
knowing they had to win to over¬ 
take the Iron and claim the final 
League 1 play-off spot. 

As it was, they could only man¬ 
age a 1-1 draw - agonisingly con¬ 
ceding an equaliser two minutes 
from time - and Scunthorpe went 
on to win promotion via the play¬ 
offs. 

Moore was - some might say 
harshly - sacked by Tranmere a 
few weeks later, and the following 
September was back in charge of 
Rotherham. 

Could he sprinkle some fairy- 
dust for a third time at the south 
Yorkshire club? 

Not this time, no. 

Initially, the signs were impres¬ 
sive. 

Moore guided Rotherham to a 
fifth place finish - winning the 
Manager of the Month award for 
November 2009 - and their season 
ended at Wembley for the League 
2 play off final. 

Ryan Taylor twice levelled, but 
the Millers suffered a 3-2 loss to 
Dagenham & Redbridge, who had 
finished the regular league sea¬ 
son two places and a point behind 
Moore and co. 

The following season, 2010/11, 
saw Rotherham competitive 
throughout and in fact they had 
never been out of the top six 
when Moore left in March ‘by 
mutual consent’ after a 5-0 loss to 
Chesterfield. 

Though Rotherham won their 
next game 6-0 at Lincoln, they 
didn’t win any of their next seven 
and finished ninth - four places 
lower than they had been when 
Moore departed. 

Moore was out of football for 
a year, returning in March 2012 
to another of his former clubs, 
Tranmere Rovers. 

At the time of his arrival, Rov¬ 
ers were sixth bottom and only a 
point above the drop zone. 

Thanks to winning six of his 13 
games, they finished well clear of 
relegation worries in 12th place. 

The revival continued the fol¬ 


lowing term, 2012/13, with Tran¬ 
mere third in the table in late 
February. 

However, they only won one of 
their final nine games - failing 
to score in the other eight - and 
tailed off to finish 11th. 

The downward spiral continued 
in 2013/14, Rovers losing seven of 
their first ten games to fall to bot¬ 
tom spot in League 1. 


They had improved slightly - ly¬ 
ing sixth bottom - by the time Val¬ 
entine’s Day brought bad news 
for Moore with the news that he 
was being investigated by the FA 
over a claim he breached betting 
rules. 

It was understood the allega¬ 
tion related to regulations which 
prevent him from betting on any 
competition in which his club is 


involved. 

A Tranmere statement said: 
“Tranmere Rovers are aware of 
media reports regarding Ronnie 
Moore. As this is an ongoing mat¬ 
ter the club will make no further 
comment at this time.” 

Three days later, Tranmere sus¬ 
pended Moore. 

In late March, Moore was 
charged by the FA. He admitted

Pools embarked on a run of sev¬ 
en wins in 12 matches that hauled 
themselves off the bottom and a 
2-1 home win over Exeter in their 
penultimate game ensured their 
survival. 

With a huge dose of irony, the 
result relegated Tranmere - the 
club where Moore had made his 
name as a goalscorer in the mid 
1970s before his two managerial 
spells at Prenton Park - to non 
league football. 

An emotional Moore said after¬ 
wards: “For me as a manager, I 
don’t think you can better that. 

“If you look where we were and 
what has happened, it’s just been 
astounding. 

“Deep down, I didn’t think we 
could do it. 

“I have the same feeling and 
buzz that I had when we got back- 
to-back promotions [at Rother¬ 
ham. 

“I have said on Twitter that I 
think this was the biggest game 
in the club’s history. 

“It’s not easy to come back if 
you go back out of the Confer¬ 
ence. That drop would have been 
unbelievable. We’re a league club 
still and that’s fantastic.” 

Armed with all his experience, 
Moore knows that football man¬ 
agement is dog eat dog business. 

The smiles can quickly turn to 
scowls, and so it was last season 
when he was sacked by Pools in 
early February. 

He had won only seven of his 26 
League 2 games and the club were 
third bottom, four points above 
the drop zone but with games 
in hand on all their relegation- 
threatened rivals. 

From a Hartlepool point of view, 
the end result justified the means 
- the club won eight of their last 
20 games and eventually finished 
17 points clear of the drop zone. 

This season, though, Pools can 
again be found towards the bot¬ 
tom end of the fourth tier and last 
weekend were blitzed 6-1 by a Ste¬ 
venage side who had started the 
day below them in the table. 

Moore was sacked by Pools after 
a 2-1 home loss to Stevenage last 
February. 

Eastleigh will hope the north 
east club’s loss is very much their 
gain, and that Moore can claim 
his first promotion since 2001 at 
the Silverlake Stadium. 




the offences on April 9 and was 
sacked by Tranmere the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Rovers, who were out of the bot¬ 
tom four when Moore departed, 
subsequently lost four of their 
last five games and were relegat¬ 
ed. 

Moore returned to football man¬ 
agement on December 16, 2014, at 
Hartlepool United. 


It was a thankless task he was 
taking on, with Pools rock bottom 
of the Football League and effec¬ 
tively seven points from safety as 
they had a worse goal difference 
than any of their rivals. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity 
for me and I can’t wait to get go¬ 
ing, that’s for sure,” Moore said 
on his arrival at Victoria Park. 

“I’ve been out of it too long but 


I’ve never lost my appetite, my en¬ 
thusiasm or my endeavour.” 

By the end of January, however, 
Hartlepool were still bottom and 
were now effectively ten points 
adrift of safety. 

Moore’s proud record of having 
never been relegated as a manag¬ 
er was under severe threat. 

Yet, against the odds, he master¬ 
minded a stunning recovery. 


Golden girl 

Ellie Simmonds won Rio 
gold in the SM6 200 metres 
individual medley - her fifth 
Paralympic gold 

Here, the Sports looks at 
five things about the 21-year- 
old from Aldridge. 

1. Shockwave 

Simmonds was a 13-year- 
old when she won two gold 
medals in Beijing, a Games 
she enjoyed so much that she 
did not want to go back to 
Olchfa school in south Wales, 
except to see her friends. She 
timed her finish to perfection 
to claim a shock win in the 
S6100m freestyle in the 
Water Cube, before adding 
gold in her favourite event, 
the 400m freestyle. 

2. Swansea switch 

Simmonds and her 
mum, Val, split their time 
between the west Midlands 
and south Wales, so she 
could be coached by Billy 
Pye, a former miner based 
in Swansea. That was 12 
months prior to Beijing. 

She has since had spells 
at Loughborough and now 
Manchester.

3. Face of London 

So captivating was 
Simmonds’ story from 
Beijing that she became a 
darling of British sport. 

And a huge portrait of 
Simmonds adorned the side 
of the Westfield shopping 
centre by the Olympic Park 
in Stratford ahead of the 2012 
Paralympics. 

Simmonds delivered 
by defending her S6 400m 
freestyle title and triumphed 
in the SM6 200m individual 
medley, too, to give her four 
Paralympic titles aged 17. 

4. Bake Off 

Following Beijing, 
Simmonds had a tour of 
the McLaren Formula One 
team’s headquarters with 
then world champion Lewis 
Hamilton, which was a life 
highlight.

Hackers 

More confidential medical 
records from leading athletes 
have been leaked by hackers 
who targeted the World Anti- 
Doping Agency database. 

Cyclists Sir Bradley 
Wiggins and Chris Froome 
are among those whose 
details have been made 
public, in a move which has 
been condemned by anti- 
doping authorities. 

Here, the Sports Pink 
answers the key questions 
around the issue: 

Who are the hackers? 

A cyber espionage group 
known as ‘Fancy Bears’, 
which is believed to be from 
Russia. It says on its website 
that it stands for “fair play 
and clean sport” and that 
it will provide “sensational 
proof of famous athletes 
taking doping substances”. 

What information have the 
hackers got and how did they 
get it? 

Fancy Bears has gained 
access to WADA’s Anti- 
Doping Administration 
and Management 
System (ADAMS), via an 
International Olympic 
Committee-created account

for the Rio Games, to 
release private medical 
data. ADAMS is used by 
elite athletes to update their 
‘whereabouts’ for out-of- 
competition drug testing. 

It is also used to store 
laboratory results, anti- 
doping rule violations and, 
key in this case, Therapeutic 
Use Exemption (TUE) 
authorisations. 

What is a TUE? An 
exemption that allows 
athletes to use a medication 
that is on WADA’s prohibited 
substances list because of an 
illness or condition. There 
are strict criteria for one to 
be granted: the athlete would 
suffer significant health 
problems without taking the 
substance, it would not be 
significantly performance 
enhancing, there is no 
reasonable therapeutic 
alternative to its use and the 
need to use it is not due to 
prior use without a TUE.

AS Franny Benali prepares for 
his latest challenge he admits he 
has had to learn to ride a bike 
again. 

Two years after Benali’s Big 
Run, the Saints legend is prepar¬ 
ing to complete a two-week, 1,400- 
mile duathlon to every Premier 
League and Championship club 
to raise more money for Cancer 
Research UK. 

Running a marathon a day is 
one thing, but he will also have to 
cover more than 1,000 miles on a 
Cannondale racer. 

“I’ve had a few tumbles,” laughs 
Franny, who had not used clip-in 
pedals before being donated his 
new bike. 

“The other day I was making my 
way out of town on Burgess Road 
when I fell on to the pavement and 
smashed my knee. 

“I’d never call myself a cyclist. 
Apart from a few bike rides with 
the kids when they were growing 
up the last time I cycled regularly 
was as a kid on a Grifter! 

“But I’m learning. It’s about 
engaging the brain to make sure 
you unclip before the junction but 
at times I’ve ground to a halt for 
whatever reason, not unclipped, 
and tumbled over, which has 
probably been amusing for the 
motorists!” 

There have been other challeng¬ 
es to get used to. 

“Certain vehicles don’t neces¬ 
sarily give you the width they 
should do at times so being on 
busy roads is a little bit worrying, 
but hopefully the route’s been 
planned to be as safe as it can be.” 

Benali will have the same phys¬ 
io as in 2014 but is hoping a bike 
mechanic will join the support 
team this time, having had to 
phone for a lift from wife Karen 
after suffering a puncture in Tot- 
ton, en route back from a recent 
ride in the New Forest. 

“If I have to change something 
I might as well throw it in the 
hedge because it won’t be any 
good afterwards!” he laughs. “I 
saw one guy fix his puncture in 
five minutes, thinking it would 
take me forever. 

“But it’s finding the person who 
can commit to two weeks out of 
their lives. It’s a concern because 
there’s the likelihood of punc¬ 
tures and parts needing to be re¬ 
placed. It may be that we need a 
second bike.” 

Benali has also enjoyed explor¬ 
ing the Test Valley. 

“The Forest is pretty flat so I’ve 
needed to get hills in my legs, 
especially on the bike, because 
there’s going to be terrain that 
takes a bit of climbing,” he ex¬ 
plains. 


“I’m not too familiar with 
the area north of Romsey, but 
I’ve been Stockbridge way with 
friends who know the roads bet¬ 
ter than I do. 

“I’m confident that come Octo¬ 
ber 2 I’ll be ready but even more 
challenging is going to be run¬ 
ning eight hours a day. 

“To run a marathon and then 
cycle 70 miles could easily mean 
10-12 hour days and there’s only 
a certain amount of daylight to 
play with. 


“I’m also two years older and 
the training feels harder [than in 
2014].” 

Benali’s training runs often 
take him into the New Forest 
from his home in Portswood. 

“I vary the routes to keep me 
stimulated but the Forest is a 
beautiful place to go. 

“The other day I did a 26-mile 
loop past the training ground at 
Staplewood to Lyndhurst and 
back so I know I’ve got a mara¬ 
thon in my legs. 


“So far the longest ride on the 
bike has been 55 miles so I think 
I’ll run another marathon and 
probably look to cycle up to 80 
miles so I know I can do that mile¬ 
age. 

“After three weeks’ full-on train¬ 
ing I’ll do a 100-mile bike ride 
on the Sunday before tapering 
down.” 

Benali is hoping for a better 
end to his training than two years 
ago, when he feared a knee injury 
would prevent him from even at-

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A TUE application is 
assessed by a panel of 
independent physicians 
called a therapeutic use 
exemption committee and 
then granted or rejected by 
international federations 
and national anti-doping 
organisations. 

So there is no proof of any 
wrongdoing on the part of 
the athletes? Absolutely not. 
The ethics behind TUEs is 
open to debate, with critics 
claiming they can be used 
as a way of bending anti- 
doping regulations. However, 
every athlete whose details 
have been leaked has the 
permission of the anti- 
doping authorities to take 
the substances that have 
been revealed. Wiggins, for 
example, has permission 
to take salbutamol, a 
substance commonly used in 
an inhaler, for his asthma, 
Froome to take the steroid 
prednisolone, that can be 
used for chest complaints, 
and Biles to take Ritalin 
for her ADHD. There is no 
suggestion of impropriety.

What is the hackers’ 
motivation? WADA says the 
attack is revenge for its two 
independent investigations, 
the first by Dick Pound 
and the second by Richard 
McLaren, that exposed 
state-sponsored doping 
in Russia. The findings 
of the investigations led 
to some Russian athletes 
being banned from the Rio 
Olympics and a blanket ban 
for Russian athletes from the 
Paralympics.

tempting his 1,000-mile odyssey to 
every Premier League club. 

“Two days before the challenge 
we discussed cancelling the whole 
thing,” he admits. 

“I could barely walk, let alone 
run.” 

Karen recalls a feature with Sky 
Sports two days before the race. 
“He couldn’t run but we didn’t 
want to tell anyone so he did 30 
yards, but watching it back you 
can see him almost dragging one 
of his legs. 


“That was on the Friday and we 
started on the Sunday so it was re¬ 
ally touch and go.” 

Franny continues: “We gave 
me a day and a few cortisone in¬ 
jections to see if it improved and 
thankfully by the tea time it was 
OK. 

“By the end of the first day I 
was on a mattress on the floor of 
the hotel room, tossing and turn¬ 
ing and not really eating much. 

“I was in complete turmoil at 
the enormity of having to get up 


again in a few hours and do it all 
again for another 20 days. 

“I couldn’t get my head round it. 
But Karen said ‘you know you can 
do it, you just have to take one day 
at a time and look no further’. 

“So that was how I approached 
every single day. It wasn’t a 21-day 
challenge anymore, it was one day 
at a time. When my knee flared up 
and quite literally stopped me in 
my tracks I would just concen¬ 
trate on putting one foot in front 
of the other.” 


In the two years since Benali’s 
Big Run, the Benalis have lost 
family friends to cancer, while 
Franny’s father-in-law, Bill Welch, 
has been diagnosed with prostate 
cancer. 

They will provide significant 
sources of motivation when he 
sets off from AFC Bournemouth 
on October 2. 

So too will the prospect of arriv¬ 
ing at St Mary’s on October 16 - 
the day Saints host Burnley in the 
Premiership. 


What could be next? 

WADA says it is working 
with “the highest level law 
enforcement and IT security 
agencies” in a bid to secure 
the ADAMS data. However, 
Fancy Bears has promised 
to “keep on telling the world 
about doping in elite sports”. 
It remains to be seen which 
other athletes’ details it has 
accessed, but it goes without 
saying that the biggest 
names in Olympic sport - the 
likes of Usain Bolt, Michael 
Phelps and Mo Farah, will 
attract most attention.

AB The Autobiography 

By AB de Villiers

It’s reasonable to suggest 
that AB de Villiers is 
currently the world’s finest 
all-round batsman. He made 
his test debut for South 
Africa aged 20 and was 
selected for every single test 
his nation played over the 
subsequent eleven years, 
but he is renowned too as a 
ferocious T20 and ODI player. 

What is evident from this 
fine autobiography is that 
AB has stayed at the very top 
because he takes nothing for 
granted. 

The book opens with him 
waiting to bat in a one-dayer 
against the West Indies 
in Johannesburg in 2015, 
so nervous (despite this 
being his 117th ODI), that 
he proclaims to no-one in 
particular that someone 
else should bat ahead of 
him. His request is refused, 
whereupon South Africa 
lose a wicket and, stumbling 
down the stairs to the

accompanying laughter of 
his teammates, de Villers 
heads out to bat. 

Once he arrives in the 
middle, the nerves evaporate. 
He gets off the mark with an 
ill-timed stroke and rapidly 
moves to 28 from eight 
balls; he passes fifty after 16 
balls and reaches 100 in an 
astonishing 31 balls, a new 
ODI world record. In just 
44 balls, he would score 149 
runs. 

De Villiers can, and does, 
concentrate on his job while 
being a genuinely modest 
man. Much of this has to 
do with his upbringing and 
the honour code he and his 
schoolmates had to follow. 

These pages are full of 
praise for opponents and 
examples of de Villiers 
eager to contribute as a 
team player, mindful of the 
enormous privilege he enjoys 
of representing his country 
at a game he loves. It’s an 
uplifting story of a modest 
man so many arrogant 
sports stars would, no doubt, 
secretly love to emulate. 
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SAINTS will be aiming to main¬ 
tain their impressive record 
against Swansea this weekend. 

Since reclaiming their Premier 
League place ahead of the 2012/13 
campaign, Saints have picked up 
17 points in eight games against 
the Welsh club. 

That is the joint highest amount 
of points Saints have won against 
any club in the past four and a bit 
seasons. 

They also have 17 points from 
eight games against Newcastle. 

In contrast, Saints only have 
four points from eight meetings 
with Tottenham. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
Saints’ record against teams they 
have met at least six times since 
returning to the top flight. 

Swansea 

17 points from eight games 

Saints have a remarkable re¬ 
cord in south wales, having not 
conceded a single goal and win¬ 
ning on their last three visits. 

Each time they have triumphed 
1-0, the last occasion last Febru¬ 
ary when Shane Long headed a 
second half winner. 

At St Mary’s, Saints have won 
two, drawn one - ex-Saint Nathan 
Dyer equalising in a 1-1 draw in 
November 2012 - and lost one. 

The defeat came in February 
2015 when Jonjo Shelvey lashed 
a 25-yard winner against a Saints 
side that had started the game in 
the top four. 

Newcastle 

17 points from eight games 

How Newcastle hated visiting 
St Mary’s.Beaten 2-0 in November 
2012, they then lost 4-0 two sea¬ 
sons running. 

And last April, when they were 
embroiled in a relegation fight 
they eventually lost, they meekly 
surrendered 3-1. 

In addition, two Eljero Elia 
goals gave Ronald Koeman’s men 
a 2-1 win in the north east in Jan¬ 
uary 2015. 

Crystal Palace 

15 points from six games 

Saints have won five out of their 
six games against the south Lon¬ 
doners. 

They didn’t concede a goal in 
completing a double in 2013/14 
- 2-0 at St Mary’s (when Dani Os- 
valdo opened his Saints goal ac¬ 
count) and Jay Rodriguez on tar¬ 
get at Selhurst Park the following 
March. 

Ronald Koeman masterminded 
another double in 2014/15, a 3-1 
Boxing Day win in the capital - 


featuring Toby Alderweireld’s 
only Saints goal - and a late Sa- 
dio Mane decider at St Mary’s in 
March. 

Yohan Cabaye ended Saints’ 
winning run at Selhurst Park last 
December, but Saints ended the 
season with a 4-1 caning of Palace 
- Graziano Pelle and Sadio Mane 
both scoring on what transpired 
to be their last Saints outing. 

Aston Villa 

15 points in eight games 


Saints were no doubt also sad 
Villa were relegated last season 
- their record against them was 
very good! 

Two Rickie Lambert goals saw 
Saints record their first win back 
in the Premier League in Sep¬ 
tember 2012, and the same player 
scored a penalty winner at Villa 
Park the following January. 

No-one who was there will ever 
forget Sadio Mane’s rapid hat- 
trick in a 6-1 romp in May 2015, 


while Mane also netted in last 
April’s 4-2 win at Villa Park. 

Sunderland 

11 points from eight games 

Saints have only scored more 
than two goals against the Black 
Cats once in eight games. 

That was the record breaking 
8-0 victory in October 2014 with 
featured two goals from Graziano 
Pelle and three own goals. 

The last two games at St Mary’s 
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Saints score against three of their favourite 
opponents - Aston Villa (top), Newcastle (middle) 
and Crystal Palace. 



have both ended 1-1, while a Du- 
san Tadic goal gave Saints their 
only victory at the Stadium of 
Light last November. 

West Brom 

11 points from eight games 

The Baggies completed the dou¬ 
ble over Saints in 2012/13, but 
have only won once in the past six 
matches.

thorns on the opening day of the 
2013/14 season, and Adam Lal- 
lana saw Saints complete the dou¬ 
ble at St Mary’s. 

After three successive games 
featuring just one goal - Saido Be- 
rahino’s winner in the west mid¬ 
lands in February 2015 - James 
Ward-Prowse netted twice in a 3-0 
St Mary’s win last January. 

Liverpool 

Ten points from eight games 


Sadio Mane’s double strike 
helped Saints come from 0-2 down 
to win 3-2 in a St Mary’s thriller 
last March. 

Saints had also won 3-1 at St 
Mary’s in March 2013, while De- 
jan Lovren poached the winner at 
Anfield the following September. 

Stoke City 

Ten points from eight games 

After drawing their first four 
games with the Potters - includ¬ 


ing a 3-3 draw at Stoke in Decem¬ 
ber 2012 after Saints had led 3-1 

- a single Sadio Mane strike gave 
them a 1-0 St Mary’s victory in Oc¬ 
tober 2014. 

Stoke won at St Mary’s last sea¬ 
son, but two goals from Graziano 
Pelle gave Saints the three points 
in the return at the Britannia. 

Chelsea 

Nine points from eight games 

Saints were unbeaten against 
the reigning European champi¬ 
ons when they returned to the top 
flight in 2012/13. 

They came from 0-2 down to 
draw at Stamford Bridge in Janu¬ 
ary, which proved to be Nigel Ad¬ 
kins’ last game in charge. 

Mauricio Pochettino subse¬ 
quently oversaw a 2-1 home win, 
Rickie Lambert netting direct 
from a free kick and Jay Rodri¬ 
guez also scoring. 

After losing twice to the Blues 
in 2013/14, Saints twice drew with 
Chelsea in Ronald Koeman’s first 
season in charge before last Octo¬ 
ber’s memorable 3-1 victory over 
Jose Mourinho’s men at Stamford 
Bridge. 

Saints took the lead in the re¬ 
turn game through Shane Long, 
but their six-game run without 
conceding a goal ended with a 2-1 
loss in late February.

Nine points from eight games 

Saints failed to win any of their 
first four games against a Ham¬ 
mers side who accompanied them 
up in 2011/12.

- Ronald Koeman’s first league 
win. 

Maya Yoshida ended a run of 
three St Mary’s draws with the 
only goal last February. 

Arsenal 

Nine points from nine games 

Saints have won the last two 
games at St Mary’s, including last 
December’s remarkable 4-0 ham¬ 
mering of the eventual runners- 
up. 

Arsenal haven’t won at St 
Mary’s in the last four seasons, 
but then Saints have only man¬ 
aged a solitary point at The Emir¬ 
ates from five visits. 

It would have been two but for 
the Gunners’ controversial late 
winner last weekend. 

Everton 

Eight points from eight games 

Two own goals gave Saints a 
2-0 home win in April 2014, and 
another own goal set them on the 
way to a 3-0 victory at St Mary’s 
the following December.

An exhausted Johanna Konta 
matched last year’s run to 
the fourth round while Kyle 
Edmund ran into Novak 
Djokovic at the same stage, 
after going further than he 
had ever gone previously 
at a grand slam.

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Early Euro signs < 


IT might seem a little early to say 
it, but Saints already look in pole 
position to make it through their 
first ever Europa League group 
stage campaign. 

A combination of a strong show¬ 
ing and increased form coupled 
with a group draw that is working 
out very kindly has provided a 
double boost for Claude Puel. 

When the draw was initially 
made, things seemed like they 
would be trickier than has prov¬ 
en to be the reality in these early 
stages. 

Inter Milan are giants of Euro¬ 
pean football and, though Serie 
A’s standards have undoubtedly 
slipped, they are still awash with 
cash and attract some enviable 
talent to the San Siro. 

Sparta Prague are a club used 
to European competition and 
who reached the Europa League 
quarter-finals, while Hapoel Be’er 
Sheva, though relative minnows, 
pushed Glasgow Celtic hard in 
the Champions League qualifiers. 

We learned a lot from the first 
round of matches, and it dis¬ 
proved a couple of these theories. 

While Be’er Sheva lived up to 
their live outsiders tag by secur¬ 
ing a shock win at the San Siro, 
we found out much about Inter 
and Sparta. 

Namely, the two who seemed the 
biggest threats to Saints are not 
taking the competition all that 
seriously. 

Not only have Inter left £100m 
worth of talent out of their squad 
to comply with Financial Fair 
Play, but they then dropped many 
of the stars names that were 
available to them out of the team 
to face Be’er Sheva. 

They may have thought they 
would still have enough to win 
that game at home, but they were 
mistaken. It hardly smacks of 
them taking this particularly se¬ 
riously. 

While we would have expected 
Sparta to have had a right go at 
the Europa League, it turned out 
they weren’t that interested ei¬ 
ther. 

They left many of their top play¬ 
ers either at home or out of the 
starting line-up to face Saints. 

It turns out their priority is 
trying to win the Czech title and 
guarantee a return to the Cham¬ 
pions League. 

It really has left Saints in a 
strong position. 

After dealing with Sparta with 
relative ease in their first game, 
they are without doubt the early 
favourites to get through this 
group now, and given that the 
top two qualify for the knockout 
stages they have a margin for er¬ 
ror as well. 

The atmosphere around the 
Sparta game was a bit strange. 

It didn’t have quite the party 
atmosphere that the Vitesse Arn¬ 
hem game did the previous year.

Perhaps it was that that had 
marked a return to European 
football after more than a decade, 
or it was a two-legged tie whereas 
this was the start of a long group 
campaign.

However, the fact Saints were 
so clearly superior and quickly 


dominated the match obviously 
livened things up in the stadium. 

The interior of the ground also 
contributed to the slightly flatter 
atmosphere. 

With UEFA rules, so much of 
the character seems to have to 
disappear - as well as areas of 
seating - to allow for the clear 
branding of the competition and 
numerous other regulations.

Saints were prepared to go a bit 
more direct as well as build from 
the back with Austin up top, and 
they looked so much better for it. 

Making those changes and com¬ 
ing away with a convincing 3-0 
win has left Puel with the oppor¬ 
tunity to changes things back for 


the game against Swansea in the 
Premier League this weekend. 

Perhaps that kind of rotation 
might prove harder as time goes 
on, matches get more important 
and injuries and suspensions 
bite. 

But, for now at least, this was a 
huge confidence booster and a re¬ 
sult that leaves Saints primed for 
European progress.

HE TOOK 380 first-class wickets 
for Hampshire, but James Tom¬ 
linson jokes that he will only be 
remembered for his beard and his 
retirement statement. 

It is typical of one of Hamp¬ 
shire Cricket’s great characters 
to be so self-deprecating, but it is 
certainly true to say his witty val¬ 
ediction will be remembered for a 
long time to come. 

“Retirement statements can 
be a bit boring and I’d known I 
was going to leave on my terms 
for a while so thought I’d write 
something alternative,” explains 
Tomlinson, whose beard will al¬ 
ways be synonymous with Hamp¬ 
shire’s promotion season of 2014. 

“I’m not on social media but 
everyone got excited when Grae¬ 
me Swann retweeted it and said it 
was the greatest retirement state¬ 
ment. I hoped people would enjoy 
it and am pleased they did. I’ve 
taken my cricket very seriously 
but I’ve never taken the job too se¬ 
riously in terms of its perspective 
because it’s county cricket, for 
the community and the members. 

“Cricket’s going in all kinds of 
directions which is very exciting 
but ultimately I was just a Red 
Ball County Cricketer.” 

It was fitting that Tomlinson 
announced his retirement in the 
week a new city-based T20 league 
took a big step towards reality. A 
keen birdwatcher, he knows all 
about vanishing species. “I’m a 
purist and part of the old era, the 
specialist bowler rarely exists 
now.” 

Tomlinson’s four-day focus is 
one reason why not playing at 
Lord’s is the only regret he has 
from a career that began in 2002 
(he was a spectator while his 
teammates played in four finals 
at the home of cricket). 

Being left out of Hampshire’s 
first County Championship 
match at Lord’s for a decade was 
the day his career entered its twi¬ 
light. 

“If I ever write an autobiogra¬ 
phy, the title would be T’ve never 
played at Lord’s!’,” laughs the 34 
year-old left-armer, who was re¬ 
placed by debutant Brad Wheal 
for last season’s away match 
against Middlesex, a fixture that 
had always been on his bucket 
list. 

“I’ve hardly played Middlesex 
because when we’ve gone up 
they’ve generally gone down and 
vice versa,” he explains. 

“I was 12th man there under 
Shane Warne in 2006 but last year 
was a hammer blow. I’d put some 
serious hard yards in to get fit 
and bowled shedloads of overs 
in the first six games because we

didn’t have any bowlers. 

“It was one of those horrible 
moments in life when you don’t 
see it coming. You sit there at 
10am getting your boots on and 
then you’re told you’re not play¬ 
ing. 

“I did take it badly. Even though 
we were bottom, I felt I deserved 
a crack at it. But it’s also quite a 
hilarious story. 


“There aren’t many county 
players who have played 129 first- 
class games and not one of them 
at Lord’s!” 

Tomlinson’s hunger diminished 
when he knew his dream of play¬ 
ing at the home of cricket would 
never be realised. 

“I felt something was missing 
after that Lord’s moment. My fo¬ 
cus shifted slightly to coaching. 


“Even though I still love bowl¬ 
ing something changed. One sim¬ 
ple example is that when I was 
hit for four it wasn’t hurting as 
much. 

“As soon as you lose that des¬ 
peration you’re going to seriously 
struggle and that was where I was 
at.” 

After his Lord’s disappoint¬ 
ment, it was ironic that Tomlin-

son’s last match for Hampshire 
turned out to be Middlesex away. 
It was not the high he hoped to 
end his career on. 

Hampshire’s season reached its 
on-pitch nadir at Merchant Tay¬ 
lor’s School in May. They left with 
minus one point after a slow over 
rate compounded their innings 
and 116-run defeat. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed the start 


of this year because I had the op¬ 
portunity I didn’t think I would 
have,” continues Tommo, who 
took 14 wickets at 34.5 in April/ 
May. 

“But after those first six games 
it was deja vu. We were bottom 
again and being minus one at 
Merchant Taylor’s was a very 
dark day for the team. 

“I just felt that was the right 


time to say that younger players 
maybe should play or that there 
should be a rethink about the 
team. 

“I’m just a seamer, I’m not an 
all-rounder. I was, I think, a very 
good county seamer during a peri¬ 
od when I was in my fittest stage, 
but there were other options; Ga¬ 
reth Andrew is a good seamer, but 
he can bat. Brad Wheal is very 


exciting, he’s proved that to be 
the case on very, very flat wickets 
in the second half of the season. 
He’s actually bowled some very 
good spells and is very exciting. 

“The key point was that Bergy 
(Gareth Berg) was back from his 
bad knee - a very similar bowler 
but more accurate than me, who 
can bat nine and score runs.

JAMES Tomlinson is looking 
forward to developing a new 
generation of Hampshire fast 
bowlers - after the birth of his 
second child. 

The Hampshire legend’s 
wife Lucy is due to give birth 
to a sister for their three- 
year-old son Ernest. 

But Tomlinson has other 
youngsters to look after as he 
tries to develop the county’s 
first homegrown opening 
bowler since he and Chris 
Tremlett came through the 
ranks. 

“I’ve done the winter 
coaching stuff for five years 
through all the age groups 
and have been very lucky 
to have an opportunity to 
work with [head of player 
development] Charlie 
Freeston, a brilliant bowling 
coach,” he says. 

“He’s my bowling guru 
and Matt Drakeley at 
the Emerging Players 
Programme has given me 
lots of opportunities to run 
a bowling group throughout 
the winter.” 

Tomlinson is coaching 35 
fast bowlers between the ages

of Hand20. 

“To get some academy 
seamers coming through 
from the southern part of 
England is the aim. We’re 
looking everywhere but it 
takes time. I want to get the 
best athletes in the south and 
teach them how to bowl 

“During the Olympics 
Steve Redgrave said he wants 
to teach tall, big people 
how to row. Bowling is very 
different but it’s the same 
process. 

“If you get strong people 
and teach them how to bowl 
there’s a possibility there. 
But a huge number of things 
things have got to come 
together to produce a fast 
bowler. 

“You have to have the right 
character and the right 
support when you break 
down - because every bowler 
breaks down. They also need 
a really good release and to 
be able to hit a 50p. 

“What we mustn’t do is 
mollycoddle them because 
fast bowling is incredibly 
tough.”

“Ryan McLaren and I are simi¬ 
lar bowlers but he bats six so I just 
felt we needed to go in a different 
direction and I made that clear to 
Chalks (director of cricket Giles 
White) and Benky (former coach 
Dale Benkenstein). 

“I said I was very much avail¬ 
able but I felt that we’re bottom 
and nothing’s really changed 
from last year and that it was 
time we went a slightly different 
route. 

“I also know Carts (Andy Cart¬ 
er) well and he gave us something 
different at Trent Bridge. Other 
than being left arm I’m fairly run 
of the mill. It’s just being honest 
with yourself. 

“I could potentially have car¬ 
ried on but I just don’t think it’s 
right. It’s time to give others an 
opportunity and the people that 
have come in will have more im¬ 
pact ability wise on the team than 
I will. So I’m quite happy to call 
it a day.” 

Hampshire’s season may yet 
end well. Victory against Durham 
next week should be enough to 
keep them in the first division. 

But it is a season that will al¬ 
ways be scarred by the tragic 
death of trialist Hamza Ali and 
Michael Carberry’s cancer diag¬ 
nosis. 

“It’s been a surreal season, on a 
scale I’ve not seen before.” admits 
Tomlinson. “It was a very sad 
start. Young bowlers are hard to 
find and Hamza could have done 
really well for a long time. Most 
importantly, he was a lovely guy 

“Carbs’ news was a massive 
shock to the team, a lot of the 
younger players were affected by 
it. 

“It does put things in perspec¬ 
tive. Carbs has stayed remarkably 
positive and was very kind when I 
announced my retirement. We’ve 
all got our fingers crossed, he’s a 
remarkably strong individual.” 

Considering all the injuries 
they have also suffered, staying 
up would be a Great Escape to ri¬ 
val those of 2015 and 2010. 

Tomlinson rates the wicket that 
clinched first division survival at 
Canterbury in 2010 as his career 
highlight, above his career-best 
8-46 against Somerset at Taunton 
in 2008 or the 6-48 he took against 
Glamorgan at Cardiff in 2014 to 
clinch Hampshire the second di¬ 
vision title. 

“That one at Kent when [Simon] 
Cook chipped the ball to Jimmy 
[Adams] at short leg with three 
minutes to go... I’ve never felt 
more pumped and emotional after 
a moment than that.” 

Tomlinson’s 46th wicket of 
that season gave Hampshire the 
win they needed to stay up in the 
penultimate match, while Kent 
were relegated. 

“It was an amazing moment be¬ 
cause again we were underdogs 


and had had a lot of injuries. I 
felt I was at the absolute peak of 
my powers. I’d bowled a million 
overs, the team had battled the 
whole season to stay up and we 
did it with a few minutes to go. 

“Cardiff was just a sense of 
relief. I was a nervous wreck for 
about a month because I desper¬ 
ately wanted us to go up. I didn’t 
actually bowl very well so when 
I got the first six wickets and we 
knew we were going to win I just 
felt relief. But any Championship 
win is a real highlight, because 
there aren’t many. It takes hard 
work.” 

Tomlinson’s Cardiff heroics 
came in the last match of a six- 
year spell he brackets as the peak 
of his career. He took 301 Champi¬ 
onship wickets at 28.8 from 2008- 
14. 

“For six seasons I was our lead 
bowler and that’s something to be 
very proud of - and 2008, TO and 
T4 were wonderful seasons.” 

Tomlinson was the leading 
wicket taker in the country in 
2008, when he took 67 at 24 apiece 
as Hampshire finished fourth in 
the Championship’s first divi¬ 
sion. 

Like most seamers, he was in 
pain during most of the 3,643 
overs he bowled. 

“I’ve always had trouble with 
my right ankle, going back over 
a decade, but like the Brownlee 
brothers once said, I wanted to 
be the best injured athlete I could 


possibly be. 

“There are some exceptions 
who are naturally physically fit, 
flexible and able to do wonderful 
stuff with a minimal amount of 
pain. 

“But it’s all about having bowl¬ 
ing resilience. A lot of ex-bowlers 
and coaches have been surprised 
that I’ve lasted this long so I am 
proud of that. 

“Without getting the violin out, 
the only times I was 100 per cent 
fit were when I had four weeks 
off between games and it was 
the first spell of a new game. Af¬ 
ter that I’d be knackered but had 
to find a way to bowl another 50 
overs.” 

That is the main attribute Tom¬ 
linson tries to instil in the next 
generation, as well as other nug¬ 
gets from the myriad influences 
on his career. 

“Paul Terry leaned me towards 
red-ball cricket and I’m grateful 
he did because I don’t think I’d 
have survived all forms because 
of my injuries. 

“Dimi [Mascarenhas] was an 
amazing bowling mentor, he 
taught me how to bowl and really 
made me understand what was 
required in first-class cricket, 
about accepting what you can and 
can’t do. 

“From a coaching point of 
view [former Hampshire bowling 
coach] Bruce Reid had the biggest 
impact on me. He taught me how 
to hold and swing the ball. Watch¬ 


ing Shane Bond and Stuart Clark 
very close up was a real highlight 
and so was the hour’s coaching I 
had with Wasim Akram [in 2003]. 

“I was obsessed with him grow¬ 
ing up. I followed him for all three 
days when Pakistan played at 
Northlands Road in 1992. 

“I would go to the changing 
rooms and just stare at him... he 
was absolutely my hero. But I just 
couldn’t do what he did. The way 
he moved his wrists to swing the 
ball... he had amazing flexibility.” 

Playing under Shane Warne was 
also the realisation of a dream. 

“I only played ten games under 
Warney but enjoyed every one. 

“You imagine you’re young, you 
run in to bowl and Shane Warne’s 
at first slip... what more do you 
need in life? 

“Every now and then he would 
bring me into the side from the 
seconds. I remember catching a 
caught and bowled against Sur¬ 
rey to win the game. He ran over 
and bundled me. I found myself 
hugging Shane Warne, one of 
those surreal moments. 

“I wish I played more with him 
but that was during a period when 
I was learning the game. 

“Warney, Dimi, Skeg (Nic Po- 
thas) and Corky (Dominic Cork) 
were the main influences out in 
the middle. You could say what 
you wanted and they never held 
it against you. I could phone War¬ 
ney up and ask what I could do to 
get better and why I wasn’t play- 
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of the mill'

ing and he would give a brutally 
honest answer. 

“He just said ‘your bouncer’s 
not good enough’ or ‘you’re not 
accurate enough’ or ‘you need to 
do this...’ or ‘so and so’s playing 
because I think he’ll get a certain 
player out and I don’t think you 
will’. 

“Corky was also a joy to play 
with. He was hilarious. He took 


all the pressure off you because it 
was all about him. He would wind 
up the opposition, the fans and the 
umpires and make it fun. 

“I loved that because I could 
bowl from the other end and enjoy 
watching this whole thing kick 
off!” 

Tomlinson is also grateful for the 
support of director of cricket Giles 
White - “he’s kept the team going 


over the last eight years and has 
been a great support” - but will not 
miss batting at No 11 or fielding. 

“When you’re a No 11 you sit 
there just dreading it and I never 
really wanted the ball in the field. 
But I used to love being a night- 
watchman - if you survived you 
were a bit of hero and you could 
relax the next day - and I will defi¬ 
nitely miss bowling.”

FORMER Hampshire all-rounder 
Glenn Maxwell recently ham¬ 
mered the second-highest T20 
international hundred of all 
time. 

His sensational undefeated 145 
for Australia against Sri Lanka 
saw him underline his reputation 
as one of the fiercest strikers of 
a ball. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
back at some of the former South 
Wilts CC batsman’s best innings. 

February 2011: Aged just 20, 
Maxwell gave an early demon¬ 
stration of his ferocious hitting 
playing for Victoria in a one-day 
game against Tasmania. 

Asked to chase Tasmania’s 256-6 
total off 50 overs, Maxwell - com¬ 
ing in down the order at number 8 
- blasted 61 off 27 balls to win his 
first man of the match award. 

It would certainly not be his 
last. 

June 2012: Playing only his 
third T20 match for Hampshire, 
Maxwell showed an English audi¬ 
ence what he can do. 

Coming in at No 6 with Hamp¬ 
shire 59-4 chasing 136 for victory 
against Kent at Canterbury, he 
struck an unbeaten 66 off just 32 
balls. 

He smote six sixes and five 
fours, reaching his half-century 
from only 22 balls - the quickest 
Hampshire 50 in T20 history. 

June 2012: It was a case of deja 
vu a few days later, as Maxwell 
repeated his Canterbury heroics 
as Hampshire won another T20 
game at Chelmsford. 

After Essex had posted 176-4, 
Hampshire slumped to 94-4 off 
11.1 overs. 

Enter Maxwell, who proceeded 
to hit an unbeaten 60 off just 24 
balls. 

This time he reached his half 
century in 21 deliveries - meaning 
he had the two fastest Hampshire 
T20 fifties of all time in the space 
of five days. 

August 2013: Another remark¬ 
able performance playing for 
Australia A against India A in a 
tri-series in South Africa. 

Australia were 122-5 when he 
came in at No 7, and quickly 
slumped to 152-8. 

Maxwell and Josh Hazlewood 
then compiled an unbroken stand

of 146 for the ninth wicket as Aus¬ 
tralia reached 298-8. 

Maxwell struck an unbeaten 145 
off 79 balls with 18 fours and six 
sixes, and his side eventually won 
by eight runs. 

April 2014: Playing for Kings 
XI Punjab in the Indian Premier 
League, Maxwell caned 95 off 
43 balls as his side successfully 
chased Chennai’s 205 total. 

Two days later, he hammered 
89 off 45 balls - with eight fours 
and six sixes - as Kings XI raced 
to victory against Rajasthan chas¬ 
ing 192. 

And two days after that, he 
again hit 95 - off 43 balls - against 


Sunrisers. Underlining his grow¬ 
ing reputation as one of the most 
exciting hitters in world cricket, 
this time he belted nine sixes. 

July 2014: In his second spell 
with Hampshire, Maxwell blast¬ 
ed his highest one-day score in a 
Royal London Cup tie at OldTraf- 
ford. 

He smashed 146 off 96 balls with 
22 fours and two sixes, reaching 
his half century off 45 balls and 
his century off 75 deliveries. 

February 2015: Maxwell won 
the man of the match award in 
the one-day tri-series final against 
England. 


He top-scored with 95 off 98 
balls - hitting 15 boundaries - and 
then bagged 4-46 as Australian 
cantered to a 112-run success in 
Perth. 

March 2015: Maxwell blitzed 
102 off 53 balls to help Aus¬ 
tralia beat Sri Lanka by 64 runs 
in a World Cup tie in Perth, 
helped by 10 fours and four 
sixes. 

July 2015: Playing for Yorkshire 
at Worcester in the Royal London 
Cup, he bludgeoned 111 off 76 
balls - with eight fours and four 
sixes - as the White Rose county 
won. 


Hampshire 
triple tons 

HAMPSHIRE’S recent 
Championship match at 
Surrey featured a rare 
event. 

There were three 
centurions in Hampshire’s 
first innings - Tom Alsop, 
Sean Ervine and Ryan 
McLaren.

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What next for the 
Twenty20 eight?

A CITY-based Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ment is a giant step closer to real¬ 
ity in future domestic seasons af¬ 
ter the England and Wales Cricket 
Board announced it has “agreed 
an approach” for a new eight- 
team competition. 

Here, the Sports Pink considers 
how agreement was reached and 
what happens next: 

WHO HAS DECIDED WHAT? 

The consensus was achieved at 
Lord’s on Wednesday between the 
18 first-class counties - represent¬ 
ed by their chairmen and chief 
executives - and the MCC. It is a 
moot point whether a formal vote 
took place, but there was a “show 
of hands” which reportedly ar¬ 
rived at the necessary agreement 
by 16-3. The undertaking at this 
stage is a narrowing down of the 
possible options to one - the new 
eight-team event, which was al¬ 
ways the perceived preference of 
those in high places. 

WHERE AND WHEN WILL 
THE NEW TOURNAMENT BE 
STAGED? 

The likelihood, and apparent 
will, is to fast-track its first sea¬ 
son to 2018. It cannot take place 
next year, because an updated 
structure for 2017 was announced 
and set in stone before the start 
of the current summer. Counties 
signed up to a one-up two-down 
promotion and relegation in the 
four-day championship for this 
season only in order to achieve 
the balance which will accommo¬ 
date a shorter first-class fixture 
list and therefore an amended 
Twenty20 and 50-over calendar 
12 months on. Finer details of 
arrangements for the new tour¬ 
nament are yet to be agreed, of 
course, let alone published. But 
the intention is that the eight 
city teams will play at the biggest 
Test match stadiums, most likely 
through July, with a lucrative live 
broadcast deal. 

DOESN’T THAT MEAN COUN¬ 
TIES HAVE VOTED FOR A COM¬ 
PETITION WHICH WILL NOT 
INVOLVE THEM? 

Well, yes. At least half of those 
who have set the wheels in motion 
will neither stage nor compete in 
the new tournament. Instead, 
this summer’s NatWest Twenty20 
Blast winners Northamptonshire 
for example, can look forward to

a future in which they continue 
to compete at that level - before, 
perhaps, some of their best play¬ 
ers graduate to the city competi¬ 
tion. That does not mean they 
will be instantly lost to them, 
however, because the established 
18-team tournament is expected 
to take place before each renewal 
of the new one - setting the scene 
for a main event whose revenue 
stream, principally from that 
broadcast contract, will benefit 
all to the tune of a reported £1 
million-plus per county each sea¬ 
son and £300,000 more to those 
staging fixtures. 

WHEN WILL IT BE CON¬ 
FIRMED? 

Next month’s ECB board meet¬ 
ing will discuss the agreed option 


further - and before then, county 
members and players will be able 
to have their say with club and 
union officials. There is one fur¬ 
ther obstacle to be cleared, which 
may delay the rubber-stamping of 
English cricket’s new Twenty20 
future a little further. At present, 
the ECB’s constitution dictates 
that all professional competitions 
in this country must be open to all 
18 first-class counties. An amend¬ 
ment will therefore need to be 
achieved. 

WILL IT WORK? 

This depends who you speak to. 
Vested opinions, if not interests, 
are deeply held. Many contend 
that English cricket gave Twen- 
ty20 to the world and has since 
sat back and watched while oth¬ 


ers - Australia’s Big Bash and the 
Indian Premier League - optimise 
its potential. 

Only Down Under and in India 
do the world’s best players sign 
up for domestic Twenty20, appar¬ 
ently 

They do so too, we are remind¬ 
ed, to the delight of captive audi¬ 
ences in packed stadiums and liv¬ 
ing rooms. 

Others, however, advise caution 
before assuming what works in 
the sunshine cities of Australia 
and cricket-mad India will auto¬ 
matically catch on in England - 
where fewer are already obsessed 
with the sport, and the weather 
does not always play ball either. 

It is a calculated gamble the 
ECB has decided it can no longer 
afford to resist.
